or our Citie and elle where, in how thanketull part wee doe accept both their loyall perũiſting in their duety, and 
ſlay from following the falſe perl waliont of the Craitourg, but to pꝛomiſe on our part , That whenſoeuer we 
hall haue cauſe to ſhew it, they ſhall finde vs moꝛe caretull ouer them, then fo: our ſelues, And hereby alſo in re⸗ 
gerd ol our gracious meaning towards our good people, to admonich them, That ſeeing this open acte was ſo 
ſudden, as it cannot pet be thuzy wly looked into, how farre it ſtretched, and how v phearts it hath coꝛrupted. 
but chat it is to ber pꝛeſumed by the common example ofthe maner ol pꝛoceeding of all Rebels in like actions, 
that it was not without inſtruments and miniſters diſperſed in diuers places, to pzouoke the mindeg olour 
people, to lihe of their attempts , with calumniating our gouernment, and our pꝛincipall Seruants and Mi⸗ 
miert chereot: That they ſhall doe well (and ſo wee charge them) to giue diligent heede in all places, to the 
conuerſation of perſons not well kno wen fo: cheir good behauiour, and to che ſpeeches of any that ſhall giue 
qutllanderous and vnduetifull woꝛds oꝛ ritmours againlt vs and our gouernment: And they that be in autho⸗ 
ritie, to lay holde on ſuch Spꝛeaderg ol rumourg, And ſuch as be not in authoꝛity, to aduertiſe thoſe thereof 
that haue authozity, to the end that by the appꝛehenſion ol tuch dangerons inffruments, both the dritt and pur⸗ 
pole pt euill minded perſons may be diſcouered, their deſſeignes pꝛeuented, and our people conſerued in ſuch 
peace and tranquility, as heretołoꝛe by Gods fauoꝛ, we haue mainteined, and do hope ſtill to continue amongſt 


them, Gtuen at our Palace of meftminlter the ninth day ol Febzuarie 1600, inthe thꝛee and foztieth yeere 
ok our reigne.
